Applicants argue, "Contrary to Rocker et al., where a removable profile tool supports a 
textile semi-finished material in a dimensionally stable way (Col 2, lines 20-23), the present 
invention as in Claim 16 (as amended) and Claim 17 utilizes a sheet that is permanently coupled 
with a malleable portion of an object to prevent undulations from forming during the curing of 
the malleable portion in areas where bridging between the curing object and the gas- 
impermeable container occurs.".
